WASHINGTON, May. 2—The 
Administration struck back today 
at Republican charges that it 
failed to give adequatt support to 
South Korea in the period lead- 
ing up to the Communist attack 
on the republic last June 25. 


The charges have been inspired 
by publication of the report on 
Korea w-itten in 1947 by Lt. Gen. 
A. C. Wedemeyer. 

The republic could have de- 
fended itself more successfully if 
the Administration had carried 
out Wedemeyer’s recommenda- 
tions, G.O.P. spokesmen contend. 

Actually, the United States 
carried out all of the general’s 
recommendations except one, 
Secretary of State Déan Acheson 
told a press conference today. 

Scout Force Not Created. 

“The only recommendation not 
carried out in actual fact was that 
calling for the creation of an 
American-officered Korean scout 


force,” Acheson said in a formal 
statement. “Instead, we provided 
a military mission to advise and 
train a Korean-officered army. In 
actual operations, our officers 
have served with the Korean 
forces in the field.” 

In the report, Wedemeyer fore- 
cast a possible “Soviet-controlled” 
invasion of South Korea, warned 
that Soviet occupying forces 
would withdraw from North 
Korea only when they had built 
up a North Korean force capable 
of “carrying out Soviet objectives 
and recommended an American- 
officered South Korean ,‘scout 
force” strong enough to deal 
with the North Koreans. He also 
éalled for military aid and sup- 
plies for South Korea.

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RUST DEFENDS 
UN. AGAINST 
MARTHUR ON 
“POLICY VAGUUM 


Says Allied Aims Are 
Clear, and That There 
Is More to Winning 
Than Military Defeat 


of Enemy. 


NEW YORK, May 2 (AP)—War- 
ren R. Austin, chief United States 
delegate to the United Nations, 
declared last night that victory in 
Korea involves much’ more than 
military defeat of the enemy and 
that the U.N. has scored some 
important triumphs in the 10 
months of war in Asia. 

This was Austin’s reply to a 
charge by Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur that a “policy vacuum” exists 
in Korea. His speech to the New 
York state convention of Masonic 
Grand Masters was regarded by 
many observers as an ‘indication 
of the stand the Truman Admin- 
istration would take in the Con- 
gressional investigation of Mac- 
Arthur’s ouster as U.N. comman- 
der, which opens tomorrow. 


Austin, a Republican, said U.N. 
policy. in Korea is “clear, positive 
and consistent.”’It has, he said, 
roused the free peoples of the 
world to the need for mobilizing 
their strength, alerted them to 
the danger of aggression, brought 
them hack to a peak of unity and 
strengthened their will to resist. 

Among the triumphs, he said, 
were these: Russia’s timetable of 
conquest was upset; Communist 
puppets failed to occupy all Ko- 
rea; Chinese puppets failed to 
drive the U.N. from the penin- 
sula; Russia was served notice of 
collective resistance if it strikes 
elsewhere; and Russia’s designs 
for future conquest have been 
exposed. 

The aim, he continued, is “not 
conflict without limit, but peace 
without appeasement”’—a _ result 
he described as “infinitely less 
costly than general war.” 

_ “Fifty-three governments, mem- 
bers of the United Nations, volun- 
spontaneously sup- 
ported it (the Security Council 
decision to fight aggression in 
Korea); 15 nations quickly put 
forces into the field and Ethi- 
opia troops are now arriving; 41 
States contributed supplies and 
material aid,” Austin said. “These 
contributions have not been 
poured into a vacuum of policy. 


Every one of the nations who 


have declared their allegiance to 
the United Nations action has; 
given that allegiance to a policy 
they have carefully examined 


“and then determined to support. 


‘The policy of the United Nations 
in regard to Korea is clear, posi- 
tive and consistent.”

After Allied troops occupied the 
reservoir April 18, the water re- 
lease machinery appeared to be 
in non-workable condition. Eight 
of the dam’s 18 gates were open 
then.

Red Battalion Stirred Up. 

A big. U.N. tank task force 
stabbing deep into no-man’s-land 
north of Seoul, finally stirred up 
a Communist battalion—some 800 
men—encamped in and around 
Uijongbu, 11 miles above the 
former capital and about five 
miles in front of the main Allied 
line. 

The tanks came under heavy 
fire along the road, but emerged 
unscathed. They knocked out 
several Communist guns. 

Chinese artillery, a rarity re- 
cently, opened up briefly Tues- 
day night north of Seoul. The. 
guns fired 200 to 300 rounds four 
miles northwest of the city, then 
fell silent.

Massing on Central Front.

Correspondent William Chap- 
man said in a front dispatch that 
the Chinese Communists are ex- 
pected to renew their offensive 
with a blow at Seoul within three 
days or a thrust into the central 
front below Hwachon in five days.

forces east and southeast of Inje,

Navy Continues Shelling. 

The Navy maintained its usual 
bombardments on both coasts. 
The heavy cruiser Helena, back 
in action after an overhaul in the 
United States, blasted 280 rounds 
into Wonsan on the east coast by 
the light of star shells. 

Freed from virtually all battle- 
field duty, Allied planes concen- 
trated on Communist supply lines. 

Fifth Air Force planes flew 739 
sorties, only 41 of them close sup- 
port missions against Communist 
troop positions. Among their tar- 
gets was the Onjong airfield near 
Pyongyang. Four fires were 
started there.

Who ad Fight on 
Tydings. 


BALTIMORE, May 2 (AP)— 
Jon M. Jonkel, campaign manager 
for Senator John M. Butler (Rep.), 
Maryland, in the 1950 elections, 
today was charged by the Balti- 
more grand jury with violating 
Maryland’s corrupt practices act. 

The charges against the Chi- 
cago public relations man cover 
his activities during both the pri- 
mary and general elections in 
Maryland. 

(The United Press said Jonkel 
was named in grand jury present- 
ents. In Maryland, a grand 
jury may return presentments of 
facts. which the state’s attorney 
translates into the formal lan- 
guage of an indictment. The pre- 
sentments will be prepared by the 
state’s attorney’s office for indict- 
ments.) 

Seven Witnesses Heard. 

The action followed questioning 
of seven witnesses yesterday. The 
jury had been studying for some 
time the voluminous records of a 
Senate subcommittee which had 
investigated charges about the 
campaign. 

Jonkel‘s bail was set at $2500. 
It was provided by Maurice Ber-' 
man, a professional bondsman. 

Among other things, Jonkel 
was charged with acting as But- 
ler’s political agent without keep- 
ing required “detailed, full and 
accurate accounts in a proper 
book showing all expenditures 
and disbursements of all money 
received and disbursed by him.” 

Millard E. Tydings, veteran 
Democratic Senator defeated by 
Butler in the November general 
election, had filed a complaint 
with the Senate that Butler’s 
forces used smear tactics. Butler 
denied any violations. 

Fund Report Filed Late. 

The hearing by the Senate sub- 
committee in Washington had 
turned up at least one apparent 
violation of Maryland law. 

After the hearings started, 
Jonkel filed a list of about $27,- 
000 in campaign contributions. 
This was long after the deadline. 
The contributions did not appear 
on an accounting filed previougly 
in circuit court by Cornelius P. 
Mundy, Baltimore attorney, who 
was treasurer of the Butler cam- 
paign. Mundy was one of those 
who testified before the jury.

JUSTICE OFFICE 
‘TO GET POSTAL’ 
RECORDS ON JOBS 


Postmaster General to 
Turn Over His Records 


on Alleged Sale of 
Posts in Mississippi. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (UP)— 
Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson said today he intends to 
turn over to the Justice Depart- 
ment for possible criminal prose- 
cution records ‘in the investiga- 
tion of job-selling in. Mississippi. 

He testified before the Senate 


committee that is looking into 
charges’ that postal and other 
jobs were sold by the pro-Ad- 
ministration ‘Miss sissippi Demo- 
cratic Committee’ in return for 
political contributions. 


Eight postal employes have 
been discharged and 40 others 
face charges as a result of the 
Post Office Department’s own in- 
quiry. Senator’ Karl E. Mundt 
(Rep.), South Dakota, 
that the postal employes should 
not be thes only ones punished. 
He said they may have thought it 
“accepted custom to decorate the 
mahogany for 500 bucks to get a 
federal job,” and he felt those 
who sold the jobs “should be -pun- 
ished too.” 


Donaldson agreed and said he 
is giving the department’s rec- 
ords to the Justice Department 
for possible action. 


“If I were sitting as judge,” 
Donaldson said, “I would be in- 
clined to acquit those who were 
forced to buy the job and prose- 
cute to the limit those who forced 
them to make the contribution.” 

Under the law, it is a criminal 
offense for anyone to give—or 
solicit—anything of value in re- 
turn for a promise of a federal 
job. 

Donaldson said he first heard 
about the Mississippi job-selling 
in an anonymous letter and took 
the matter to Clarence E. Hood, 
Democratic national committee- 
man for Mississippi. 

He said Hood told him that he 
“never solicited any political con- 
tributions and I’m inclined to 
agree with him. I think those 
who were associated with Hood 
were the ones.” 


He said he was “impressed 
with his (Hood’s) indignatign.” 

Donaldson dismissed as a 
“complete falsehood” Hood's 
statement to the committee that 
the Postmaster General once told 
a Democratic party official that 
he was not too seriously upset 
about job-selling complaints be- 
cause they came from Congress- 
men who wanted their patronage 
back. 


Hood had told the committee 
that Donaldson’s remark was re- 
layed to him through Robert 
Moore, assistant to Democratic 
National» Chairman William M.

Martjn O. Bowin, 
leader of a rescue party which 
boarded the flaming tanker Esso 
Greensboro in a futile attempt to 
save 15 crew members after a 
collision in the Gulf of Mexico 
April 20, his wife learned today.

Russell, who got the “top 
secret” label removed from Wed- 
emeyer’s report, said he may re- 
lease another former “top secret” 
document today. It is a purport- 
ed official copy of the historic 
conference between Truman and 
MacArthur last October on Wake 
Island. . Versions of it already 
have been printed. 

The White House said Truman 
had authorized declassification of 
the Wake Island report as well 
as the Wedemeyer report. 

Knowland on Security Issue. 


Senator Knowland raised a new 
issue on the Wake island confer- 
ence document, claiming publica- 
tion of versions of it, to date, 
“involves a security violation.” 

Knowland said the document 
was classified “as top secret until 
yesterday or,the day before, even 
though someone in the Adminis- 
tration leaked it to the press in 
orger to give a one-sided ver- 
sion. 

Wherry, Senate G.O.P. leader, 
said the “Administration policy 
seems to be just the opposite of 
the Wedemeyer report and that 
report seems to conform pretty 
well with the recommendations of 
MacArthur.” 

Knowland said Congress and 
the public might have prevented 
many Communist advances in 
Asia if “the Wedemeyer report 
and been made public three, two 
or even one year ago.” 

“The report will play an im- 
portant part in the MacArthur in- 
quiry,” he added. 

Bridges said: 

“If Gen. Wedemeyer’s sugges- 
tion for arming South Koreans 
had been followed, it is extremely 
unlikely that American boys 
would be dying in Korea today 
. . (Now) another military leader 
seeks to offer realistic advice. 
Perhaps the lessons of the Wede- 
meyer report can yet profit 
America and the free peoples of 
the world.”

bag limit of six is .also liberal 
‘but, according to advance reports, 
few hunters will be able to get 
this limit due to a short acorn 
crop last year. . 

Acorns play an important part 
in. uirrel reproduction and 
hunting success, especially in the 
heavily-timbered areas of the 
Ozarks. If there is a heavy acorn 
mast, there is usually an abun- 
‘dant squirrel crop the following 
year. Not only do the squirrels 
feed upon the fruit of the oak, 
but the by-product contained in 
the acorn shell is also a principal 
source of food supply. The acorn- 
weevil bores a hole in the acorn 
with its snout, then drops an egg 
in this hole and, with the snout, 
pushes it to the bottom of the 
hole. This egg produces a larva, 
a soft, white grub which is rich 
in protein content. If this acoftn- 
weevil develops and eseapes the 
‘acorn shell without .being eaten 
by a squirrel, then an acorn-moth 
takes over. The larva of this 
species lives as a scavenger in 
acorns that have been destroyed 
by acorn-weevils. The moth lays 
an egg in“the destroyed acorn 
after the weevil has left it, and 
the larva hatching from this egg 
feeds upon the crumbs left by the 
former occupant. Thee larva 
passes the winter within the 
acorn_and the moths emerge at 
various times throughout’ the 
‘summer, provided a squirrel does 


not find it and make it a part of | ¥ 


e his meal. 
Major Source of Food. 

The larvae of the ’.acorn-moth 
and the acorn-weevil are a major 
source of food for the bushytails 
during the late winter and early 
spring months. Practically every 
acorn that lies on the ground for 
any length of time contains the 
larva of either one or the other. 
When the acorn mast. is heavy 
and almost covers the ground un- 
der the oak trees, the squirrels, 
both fox and gray, wax fat on 
these larvae and there is a heavy 
reproduction. 

The first litter is born in late 
February and March and, if the 
females are in prime condition 
to suckle their young, there is an 
abundance of young squirrels. A 
second breeding season occurs in 
the May-to-July period, with lit- 
ters in August to October: Suc- 
cessful reproduction depends 
largely on the nutrition the fe- 
male can secure. When food and 
mast shortages occur, the produc- 
tion of young is cut so sharply 
that hunters have little success. 

More than 2,000,000 squirrels 
are harvested in Missouri each 
year. sixty per cent of these are 
fox squirrels and the other 40 
per cent are gray. Only in the 
Ozark plateau and the Mississippi 
lowlands are more gray than fox 
squirrels found. Gray squirrels 
prefer the deep forests and bot- 
tomlands ‘far away from - human 
habitation. Fox squirrels thrive 
in the hills and prefer a habitat 
where the axe has reduced the 
heavy stands of timber to small 
patches of occasional trees such 
as farmers’ woodlots. Fox squir- 
rels are less wary than the elusive 
grays and are often taken with a 
.22 rifle...The fleet-footed gray is 
a much more difficult target and 
is usually hunted with a shotgun. 

No Beer” ry Moonlight

Many ‘old-timers’ in the Ozarks 
will not hunt squirrels on days 
following moonlight nights. They 
contend that the bushytails feed 
at night and most of them sleep 
during the day. Squirrels travel 
and feed mostly in the early 
mornings and late afternoons. 
Some hunters disdain the use of 
a dog, preferring to walk leisurely 
through the woods, constantly 
alerted for sight and sound as 
they stalk the tricky little clim- 
bers. Slow and steady movement 
of the hunter gives better results 
than any quick or sudden moves. 
Khaki, or other clothes of sub- 
dued color, should be worn and 
the hunter, while waitin, should 
keep near the bole of a large tree 
so he will not be too easily seen. 

Young squirrels, properly 
cooked, are a gourmet’s delight. 
Rolled lightly in flour and fried 
a golden brown in bacon drip- 
pings, they are comestible grub 
having no peer. Supplemented 
with a gravy made with milk and 
flour, combined in the skillet in 
which the squirrels have been 
cooked, plus a large pan of 
feather-light buttermilk biscuits,

Plain Ben’s 
Poor Little 
Horse Wins

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 2— 
With a distinct lack of outstand- 
ing class in the field for the 1951 
Kentucky Derby, it began to ap- 
pear today as if the $100,000 gal- 
lop Saturday might ‘be a scrap 
between Eddie Arcaro and Ben 
Jones. x y 
At least, these two. old partne 
in this famous turf classic have a 
pretty good hand in the seventy- 
seventh Derby. This showed up 
yesterday in the $10,000 Derby 
Trial, a one-mile raee which af- 
fords three-year-old horses their 
final big prep for the main event. 
Fanfare, a Calumet Farm colt 
which wasn’t even considered for 
the Derby less than two weeks 
ago, pounded down to the wire a 
driving winner of the Trial. More 
impressive, thought some observ- 
ers, was the fast-closing Battle 
Morn, owned by the Cain Hoy 
Stable and ridden by Arcaro. 
Battle Morn, running far back as 
usual, came with a bang to get 
fourth. 

It’s Still So Confusing. 

Plain Ben Jones has won five 
derbies, more than any other 
trainer. Banana nose Eddie Ar- 
caro has ridden four Derby win- 
ners, more than any jockey. 
Although Arcaro piloted three 
winners for Jones — Lawrgin, 
Whirlaway and Citation — they 
will be én the other side of the 
fence Saturday when the bugle 
calls them tp the post. 

The Derby Trial’ did little to 
clear up thé eonfusion, for most 
is the more nay regarded 


horses skipped the ra Now the 
verdict goes right down to the 
grand climax, where Battle Morn, 
Fanfare, Repetoire, Mameluke, 
Sonic, Big Stretch, Ruhe, and tiie 
others will have to put up or shut 


P. 
There was little doubt,_ how- 
ever, that Battle Morn and Fan- 
fare would be close to favoritism 
on the mutuel board, if for no 
other reason than a lot of horse 
addicts saw the Derby Trial. Bat- 
tle Morn seems to have the edge 
here for his trait of coming from 
far back, and the Derby itself is 
a quarter of a mile longer than 
yesterday’s race. 

Longer Distance May Help. 
“I think my horse would have 
worn those others down if we'd 
have gone a little farther,” Arcaro 
said later. Moody Jolley, trainer 
for the Cain Hoy’ Stable, agreed: 
“I think he'll improve, and I be- 
lieve the mile and a quarter will 
make .a lot of difference.” 
Unpredictable Jones, who said 
similar things about Ponder two 
years ago then sprung him loose 
to grab the Derby, remained his 
usual sphinx-like self. 

“I don’t see any dangerous 
horse in there, and I don’t think 
mine is, either. This little fellow 
(Fanfare) has improved since we 
got here, but he never struck me 
as Derby material.” 

Fanfare ran the mile in 
1:36 3/5, paid $7.50 as second 
choice to Battle Morn, and hit the 
finish a length ahead of Cary 
Boshamer’s King Clover. The lat- 
ter was disqualified, however, for 
interfering with Brownell Combs’ 
Bernwood, and Bernwood was 
given second money. Battle Morn 
was only about three lengths 
away from the winner, and didn’t 
swerve in the stretch as he has 
been doing in the eastern races. 
Fanfare was ridden out at the 
end. Even Jockey Doug Dodson, 
who will ride him in the Derby, 
admitted that. “But don’t for- 
get,” Dodson was quick to point 
out, “that Fanfare had to get out 
of a lot of trouble.” — 

Never far off the pace set by 
King Clover, Fanfare was boxed 
by the big field as it came out of 
the starting gate, and once he got 
clear suffered interference again 
as the horses made the turn for 
the back stretch. He came on 
strongly once Dodson got. him 
clear for the second time and dis- 
posed of the leaders one by one 
before he hit. the wire in front. 
“Brother Ben’s always danger- 
ous,” said Syl Veitch, trainer of 
the two C. V. Whitney threats, 
Nameluke and _ Counterpoint. 
“That Calumet horse has im- 
proved like the devil.” Mame- 
luke won the first division of the 
Blue Grass Stakes last week, and 
a muddy track might bring Whit- 
ney and Veitch a Derby winner. 
Nobody will know how many 
horses will start until post time, 
because some, like Greentree 
Stable’s Big Stretch won't go ex- 
cept on a dry track. 

However, it appears as if 17 to 
20 might tackle the thing. In 
addition to ‘the first four men- 
tioned from the Derby Trial, the 
Brown Hotel Stable’s The Gink, 
Mrs. J. P. Keezek’s Abbe Sting, 
and Murlogg Farm’s Fighting 
Back are probable starters. They 
were fifth, sixth and seventh yes- 
terday, in a field of 14. 

The weather man promised 
scattered showers today, which 
would help break the heat wave 
which shot the mercury to 92 yes- 
terday. But, he saw no rain for 
Derby day, and the thousands 
beginning to pour into Derbytown 
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Derby Trial at Churchill Downs.

He has called for “a more ag- 
gressive war against China.” And 
he has stated that we cannot hesi- 
tate to adopt the MacArthur pro- 
gram “simply because we fear 
that the Russians might come in- 
to the war.” 

Active Candidate. 


For a man who was not long 
ago opposing-the North Atlantic 
pact on the grounds that it might 
“provoke” the Soviets, this is 
going pretty far. The fact that 
Taft has gone so far must be con- 
sidered in relation to the fact 
that Taft is an active candidate 
for the Presidential nominatio 
—so active that Taft workers 
already lining up delegates in 
pivotal states like Massachusetts. 

Thus it is only reasonable. to 
assume that Taft is counting on 
his all-out commitment to Mac- 
Arthur to lead to his own nomina- 
tion, and to the fina] triumph of 
the Taft wing in the inner 
struggle within the Republican 
party. 

Taft may be right. So far, two 
things have happened. There 
have been some muted protests 
from Republicans of the stripe 
of Senators Morse, uff, and 
Saltonstall. But by and large, the 
Republicans in Congress have 
lined up _ solidly—much more 
solidly than on any other for- 
eign policy issue—behind Taft. 
This has been a major victory 
for Taft. 

This in turn has markedly re- 
duced the chances of nominating 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower on 
the Republican ticket, as the Re- 
publican backers of Eisenhower 
in Congress somberly agree. This 
has been another major victory 
for Taft, for the obvious reason 
that Eisenhower has been the 
chief obstacle to Taft’s nomina- 


tion. 

| New Obstacle. 

It is true that a new obstacle 
has been erected, at least by Col. 
Robert McCormick of the Chica- 
go Daily Tribune. It would be 
interesting to know Taft’s private 
reaction to McCormick’s sugges- 
tion that Taft should take second 
place on a ticket headed by Mac- 
Arthur. But in fact, it is hardly 
conceivable that the Republicans 
should’. nominate a man who 
would be. almost 77 years old at 
the end of his first term.

Thus MacArthur (who never 
mentioned our European allies in 
his speech) stands for the idea 
that allies are not essential, 
which is certainly one reason 
why he is acclaimed by Taft and 
all the former isolationists. 

The political strength of the 
MacArthur-Taft program derives 
from the fact that everyone 
wants to end the Korean war, by 
winning it. But its weakness is 
that no one wants to end the 
Korean war by starting a much 
bigger one, which we should have 
to fight alone if only because our 
allies are not yet prepared to de- 


fend themselves. 

Eisenhower, whose great mis- 
sion is to help prepare our allies 
to defend themselves, is the very 
symbol of the idea that this 
country’s allies in Western Eu- 
rope are vital to our existence. 
Eisenhower’s return to testify 
would serve as a very powerful 
reminder of the weakness in the 
course proposed by MacArthur 
and embraced by Taft. 

Here it is well to remember 
that, if the public opinion polls 
are to be trusted at all, Ejisen- 
hower has a political following 
which dwarfs Taft’s and even 
MacArthur’s.

Let’s Try Again 

The voters of St. Louis have provided only 
half a loaf for their schools. They approved a 
12-cent increase in the school tax rate by 31,335 
votes. The proposed school building bond issue, 
however, lost by 349 votes. 
The actual majority for the bond issue was 
31,799, votes, a slightly larger majority than that 


.. for the ‘tax increase. Yet the bond vote fell . 
just short of the required two-thirds majority. 


The closeness of the bond vote would offer 
high hopes for this issue were it to be re- 
submitted to the voters. This prospect seems 
to be enhanced by the fact that 744 fewer ballots 
were marked on this question _ on the tax 
increase. 

Had roughly half of those ballots been marked 
in favor of the bonds, the story would be a hap- 
pier one today. Still another ground for hope 
is the fact that the total vote fell below the 
100,000 figure below which many of those inter- 
ested in the school campaign felt that neither 
issue would have a chance. Yet it was heavily 
for progress and against decay. 

The first and most obvious conclusion, then, 
should be the determination te hold another 


election on the bond issue as soon as feasible. 
. x * 


The voters of St. Louis have shown that they 
have a very real interest in their schools. They 
should have another chance to express them- 
selves on the second half of the loaf, the half 
for which they voted virtually 2 to 1, and which 
they missed—and missed narrowly—only be- 
cause of the two-thirds majority requirement. 

Approval of the tax increase will enable the 
Board of Education to meet its most pressing 
needs. It means that, for the next two years 
at least, it will be possible to provide better pay 
and pensions for teachers and to meet the in- 
creased cost of schopi supplies. 

But new school buildings—and the remod- 
eling of some of the older buildings—are every 
bit as necessary if St. Louis is to maintain rea- 
sonably high educational standards. A modest 
increase in pay, welcome and necessary as it 
may be, will not enable our teachers to over- 
come the handicaps of overcrowding and the 
lack of essential school equipment. While the 
narrow loss of the bond issue leaves our school 
teachers and administrators with most of their 
headaches, it is even harder on their pupils. 
This was a setback for the children. 

.The narrowness of the bond issue defeat 
makes it all the more important to try to estab- 
lish the causes of this defeat. A considerable 
part of the blame rests on City Hall. Notices 


. of increased real estate assessments made some 


people tax-shy. This is indtcated by the rela- 
tively heavy vote against both the tax increase 
and the bond issue in the South Side wards. 
Mayor Darst’s confused talk about higher 
taxes on the eve of the voting also was an 
unfavorable factor. His opposition to the school 
issues was only thinly concealed. And he let 
the cat out of the bag before the polls closed. 
In saying that he voted against both proposi- 
tions because they needed further study, he 


made one of his most incredible statements. 
* -_ . 


A 98-member Citizens’ Committee thoroughly 
studied the needs of the St. Louis schools for a 
whole year. It igsued a most comprehensive 
report, and this report has been before the 
community sinee last October. The study was 
so convincing that even the Real Estate Board, 
generally opposed to tax increases, strongly 
favored both school issues. 

" There was some fear that the Negro voters 

might mark their ballots heavily against better 
schools because of the segregation’ question. 
This fear; however, did not materialize. The 
N voters showed that they realized their 
children would be just about the chief bene- 
ficiaries of better schools. 

Happily, school officials and their supporters 
are not too downcast over the election results. 
Only the two-thirds requirement kept the victory 
from being a sweeping one. So, if another 
stronger effort is made, there is a good chance 
of overcoming the partial and temporary set- 
back. 

St. Louis has shown that it believes in good 
schools and that it wants good schools.

Bird lovers have a fair complaint against the 
removal of underbrush from Forest Park. In an 
area of 1380 acres there should be room for 
recreation and picnic grounds and, at the same 
time, cover for birds which’feel more at home 
nesting in thickets and other low growth. With 
thoughtful division of the grounds, Forest Park 
can again be a haven for birds. Chiéf gainers, 
of course, would be the park’s visitors.

Considering all the evidence, the basic propo- 
sal is to prohibit interstate communications 
services whose main business is feeding infor- 
mation to illegal gambling. This law must be 
drawn carefully to protect honest news report- 
ing. The whole body of suggestions would 
create an unusual extension of federal power, 
and Congress will consider them with caution. 

But the fact is that the United States must 
be united against the billion dollar crime mo- 
nopolies. The battle must be joined. Whodunit 
is one thing, but what the cities, the Govern- 
ment and.citizens do now will decide whether 
organized crime subverts our national life. 
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Without Longer Delay 
It should not take the Appropriations Com- 


mittee of the Missouri Senate long to handle

This was in some ways the most interesting’ 
paragraph in Presideft Truman’s letter to Con- 
gress detailing his military budget for 1951-52. 
Since he did not confine himself to esting 
that a worsening of the international situation 
would require stepped up rearmament, it must 
be assumed that he also has in mind the possi- 
bility that an improvement of the situation 
-would call for a reduction of the program. 

With the foreign ministers’ deputies still 
wrangling over an agenda in Paris, and with 
the Korean conflict no nearer a solution, it may 
be hard to envisage such an improvement. But 
it would be unwise to embed a huge military 
program in our national life so firmly that it 
cannot be dislodged should that become pos- 
sible. Necessary as the program now is, we 
should never forget that it is a necessary evil. 

Mr, Truman asks for authority to spend more 
than’ 60 billion dollars in the year beginning 
July 1, but he now proposes actually to spend 
a little less than 40 billion.

A well-organized drive involving the use 
of enormous pressure is now being con- 
ducted to put over a so-called “fair trade” 
bill in Missouri. 


It would seem important for every one 
in Missouri to understand clearly who is 
back of this drive, where they get their 
support, what they want, and what their 
effort may mean to all citizens in the 
state. 

While local retailers, some wholesalers, 
and their trade groups may want a price- 
fixing “fair trade” law, and are doing 
all the leg work nec- 
essary in bringing 
pressure to bear on 
our Legislature to 
modify the Missouri 
anti-trust laws and 
permit “fair trade” 
price fixing, the real 
drive comes from 
manufacturers out- 
side the state and 
from the Fair Trade 
“Education” Bureau

nating from these outside sources in an 
effort to lobby through our Legislature 
this type of price fixing on branded goods. 


No bill presently in Jefferson City is 
more harmful to the general public and 
none, would cost the citizens of Missouri 
more than this effort to destroy competi- 


tion — competitive pricing on branded 


goods. 

It would easily raise the price of such 
goods no less than an average of 12 per 
cent on the retail level. 

It is the equivalent of another sales tax, 
on top of the present one, of 12 per cent 
on all branded items. Some would be in- 
creased more as in liquor, some a little 
less as in drug items, but the average 
would be no less than an increase on the 
retail level of approximately 12 per cent. 

While the country as a whole is asking 
for effective ceilings and runaway infla- 
tion, this law, if enacted, would mean 
floors and higher prices, not ceilings.

price-fixing erroneously called “fair trade.” 


Loyalty Cannot Be Forced on Men

The invalidation of loyalty oaths by the 
appellate court in California is a victory 
of reason and human rights over emotion. 
As a result, 18 professors who refused to 
sign non-Red p es at the University of 
California have been reinstated and re- 
hired. And a minority group whose politi- 
cal beliefs had been under question has 
been saved from an unjust and unworkable 
form of suppression. 

As Father Reinert stated in his convoca- 
tion address, such a loyalty oath is -un- 
workable because, with “the disregard for 
truth characteristic of Communism,” such 
an oath would be utterly useless, for any 
Communists that may be involved d 
not hesitate to perjure themselves. Nor 
would this oath in the least guarantee ac- 
ceptance of democratic ideals, which can’t 
be forced upon a man, but must be “free- 
ly and spontaneously embraced.” 

This coercion to accept democracy is 
neither just nor democratic. It is another 
chapter in the stumbling of democracy in 
this country that has produced such a 
sordid and emotional infringement on per- 
songl rights as the relocation—a euphem- 
ism for placing in veritable concentration 
camps—of Japanese Americans during the 
last war; and the use of the Smith Act by 
the Federal Government to convict 11 
top-ranking Commynists in 1949, who had 


not acted, as have the recent betrayers of 
atomic bomb secrets, to overthrow the 
Government. 

It is unjust and undemocratic to sup- 
press free thought and by Ameri- 
can citizens that, though it be contrary to 
American ideals, results in no violent ac- 
tion to overthrow or annihilate democratic 
principles and government. Otherwise the 
Christian Nationalists, the Socialist party, 
the Ku Klux Kian and like organizations 
should be outrightly supressed as un- 
American groups. 

In this case, all minority groups and all 
free thought and expression would be in 
danger. And thus it is far better to let 
radical groups express openly their doc- 
trines so that all can see their flaws or. 
good points, than to forge subversion and 
suppression. 

The invalidation of this loyalty ors 
then, is a reasonable and. just approach 
to democracy and a step in the t di- 
rection. The undemocratic supp on of 
opinions will achieve nothing but destruc- 
tion of democracy. Democratic opinions 
can not be forced upon a man by threat 
and infringement on his rights. They may 
be adopted by a king man. who sees 
their advantages for the individual, as in 
this loyalty case.. In this way alone, not by 
force, can wrong opinions be righted.

State Approves $2,000,000 
- . Loan to Buy 100 New 
~ Motor Vehicles.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 2 — 
St. Louis Public Service Co. was 
granted authority by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission yese 
terday to borrow not to exceed 
$2,00,000 to finance purchase of 
100 new busses to be used on’ the 
company’s St. Louis transit lines. 


Part of the new busses, already 
ordered from General Motors 
Corp. and the Mack Truck Co., 
will be used in substitution of bus 
service for three streetcar lines, 
the Forest Park, Southhampton 
and Park routes, to be abandoned 
by the company. Authority to 
make the service changes on the 
three streetcar routes was 
er recently by the commis- 

on. 


Cost of the 100 new busses was 
estimated at «ipproximately $2,- 
000,000, it was said, of which the 
company is prepared to pay 10 
per cent in cash. The balance will 
be borrowed from the Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. of New York. 

The loan agreement approved 
by the commission calls for re- 
payment of the loan in 40 quart- 
erly payments, beginning on Dec. 
1, 1951 and ending on Sept. 1, 
1961. The promissory notes will 
bear 3% per cent interest. Public 
Service Co. also is to pay the in- 
surance company a commitment 
fee at the rate of 1 per cent a 
year, from Jan. 24, 1951, to July 
24, 1951, a period of six months 
for the commitment to lend St. 
Louis Public Service Co. the 
money. 

The Public Service Co. now 
Owns and operates 1242 motor 
busses and 422 streetcars, on its 
lines in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county.

Labor-is divided in its views, 
and so are the intellectuals.

Really High Compression. 

This means, of course, that the 
really high compression engine 
may be much nearer than was be- 
lieved at this time last year. 

A 17.5-to-1 compression ratio 
engine operating satisfactorily on 
regular gasoline has become more 
or less commonplace in the last 
couple of years. But the engine 
designers are aiming at 12-to-1 
compression ratio and better. 
They expect it to effect a tre- 
mendous saving in the motorists’ 
annial fue} bill as well as on the 
nation’s pétroleum..resources. 

The 12-to-1 compression engine 
still requires extra high octane 
fuel, despite the design improve- 
ments. This is what Charles .F. 
Kettering found in the experi- 
ments he carried on a few years 
ago with his six-cylinder test 
engines designed for 12.5-to-l 
compression ratio. 

(Engine compression ratio, 
roughly, is the volume of space 
in which the piston travels in 
relation to the space into which 
fuel is compressed whens the pis- 
ton is at the top of its compres- 
sion stroke.) 


Engineer Thinks 250 Million 
Outlay Will Start Paying 
Off in 5 Years. 


NEW ORLEANS, May 2 (UP) 
—The oil reserves under the Gulf 
of Mexico, which 34 companies 
have spent $250,000,000 to tap 
show signs of paying back the in- 
vestment with interest. 

Forty-three oil wells and 19 gas 
and distillate wells, drilled 
through as much as 60 feet of 
water, are producing in the gulf 
between east Texas and east 
Louisiana. Fifteen more wells are 
being drilled. 

A. J. Vitter, chief petroleum 
engineer of the California Co., 
said the 43 producing wells have 
a total production of about 2,000,- 
000 barrels a year. The 34 com- 
panies spend a total of about $60,- 
000,000 a year in thé gulf. 

So every barrel of oil the com- 
panies now get costs $30. Géolo- 
gists estimate, however, that 
there are 5,000,000,000 to 10,000- 
000,000 barrels of oil under~-the 
gulf. Total proved reserves in the 
whole country as-of last Dec. 31 
were 28,378,501,000 barrels. 

Within ‘five years, Vitter ex- 
pects the gulf area to be produc- 
ing more than’ 40,000,000 barrels 
of oil a year.

Diagnosis Problems T sine aed See Same 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


NAP diagnoses are increasingly difficult to make in many 
S cases. Doctors have learned more and more about the com- 

plexly variable functions of the mind and body. Conse- 
quently, the disease possibilities causing a symptom or group 
of symptoms have increased tremendously. 

Obviously, to cure a disease its cause must be known and 
removed. Therefore, it sometimes takes days, weeks, or rarely 
even months to make an accurate positive diagnosis. 

‘In the case of some general symptoms which may be 
caused by a host of different diseases, a complete history, 
physical examination, and a few laboratory tests are needed as 
a minimum. These supply enough data to narrow the field 
a down among the possible diseases present.

EVEN THEN, if the symptoms and results of the physical 
examination and few preliminary laboratory tests don’t fit into 
one of the diagnostic pigeonholes, any or all of three different 
paths must be taken to pin down the diagnesis. . 


- One waywhich may be the quickest but is also the most 
expensive—is further tests. These may yield enough informa- 


tion to point out the specific disease you have. With a patient | 


who presents particularly puzzling findings, a lot of tests may 
be ordered by the doctor in an effort to find additional clues. 
‘Doctors do try to strike a balance between the absolutely 
essential tests and what you can afford.» Most physicians, of 
course, make no profit from laboratory examinations. arch

It was no dour-visaged veteran 
of the bench, with wells of com- 
passion congealed by the cynicism 
of age, who imposed the first ex- 
treme penalties prescribed by the 
1917 Espionage Act. The pleas- 
ant, kindly countenance of Judge 
Kaufman, enlivened in conversa- 
tion by the Alash of large, dark

Subsequently, he took 
part in several sensational trials, 
the most outstanding resulting in 
the conviction of a private de- 
tective for huge jewel thefts. 

Later as an assistant United 
States Attorney, he successfully 
prosecuted the perpetrators of 
the celebrated McKesson & Rob- 
bins frauds, one of the largest in 
American history. Many other 
nationally famous cases were 
handled by the young prosecutor, 
until he returned to private prac- 
tice in 1940.

Promptly after the harrowing 
discharge of his duties, Judge 
Kaufman, shunning interviewers 
and admirers, took a four-day 
weekend vacation in Florida 
where he managed to relax, with 
reported success, at his single 
real avocation—fishing. He was 
at hand for another heavy assign- 
ment when the wheels of justice 
began to turn in the United 
States Court House the Morday 
after the spy case was closed.

very helpful to his partner 
throughout the auction! 
» In the first place, North should 
have realized that with the vul- 
nerable opponents 60 on score, 
South might easily be “pushing” 
a little, in a defensive effort, and 
with West doubling both of 
South’s suits, North should not 
have been sanguine about defeat- 
ing East at three spades. 

North’s spade length was not 
impressive, in view of the long 
and obviously almost solid -suit 
shown by East—one defensive 
spade trick was all North could 
expect. Adding to this the 
club ace, and even looking to 
South for two defensive tricks— 
a liberal estimate in the light of 
West’s doubles—North still had 
no sound penalty double of three 
spades. . 

Perhaps East should not have 
redoubled, but with his partner 
“cracking” South from two angles, 
it certainly appeared that the op- 
ponents could not find a good 
sacrifice.
